WEATHERSFIELD TOWN MEETING 
Tuesday, March 2, 1965 


The legal voters of the Town of Weathersfield and the Town School District 
transacted the following business at a legally warned meeting at the Town Hall in 
Weathersfield, Vermont on March 3, 1965: Melvin Butterfield, moderator, opened 
the meeting at 10:00 a.m., read the warning and declared the ballot box open for 
article 2. 


ARTICLE 1. Melvin R. Butterfield was re-elected moderator and Elizabeth 
G. Murray was re-elected town clerk. 


ARTICLE 2. The town voted to grant the sale of malt and vinous beverages 
with 74 YES votes and 15 NO votes. It voted the sale of spirituous beverages with 
68 YES votes and 21 NOvotes. The vote under this article was by ballot and a check 
list was used. The ballot box opened at 10:00 a.m. and closed at 3:00 p.m. 


ARTICLE 3. Voted to accept the reports of Town Officers. 


ARTICLE 4. Voted to authorize the Selectmen and the School Directors to 
borrow money, if necessary, to pay current expenses in anticipation of taxes. 


_ ARTICLE 5. Voted to pay the Town Treasurer, in lieu of the statuatory 1%, 
a straight salary of $2,400.00 for the year which will include travel expenses and 
to pay other town officers $1.25 an hour and $.08 a mile for travel on town business. 
Voted by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 6. See Weathersfield Town Officers for those elected or appointed. 


ARTICLE 7, Voted to appropriate $950.00 for the Proctor Library and the 
Perkinsville Branch; $50.00 of this sum to be used for the purchase of books to be 
added to the War Memorial Library and $150.00 for shelves at the Perkinsville 
Branch. 


ARTICLE 8, Voted to print in the Town Report the names of delinquent tax- 
payers and amounts due from each. 


ARTICLE 9. Voted to authorize the School Directors to pay up to $560.00 
for secondary tuition for the school year 1965-1966. 


ARTICLE 10. Voted not to authorize the School Directors to pay $12.50 per 
pupil attending Windsor High during the fall half-year of 1965, for capital costs. 


ARTICLE 11. Voted not to authorize the Selectmen to acquire by gift or pur- 
chase, land for a Municipal forest, to promote reforestation, water conservation and 
good forestry practices. 


ARTICLE 12. Voted not to appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 to be used in con- 
junction with State Funds for construction on the Center Road. 


ARTICLE 13. Voted the sum of $1,000.00 for resealing andrepair of approxi- 
mately 1 mile of black top on the Center and the Airport Roads. (These funds if 
voted to be matched by the State, their share being $2,000.00). 


ARTICLE 14. Voted we do not build the Hammond Bridge over Branch Brook 
the Town to vote $4,000.00 for its construction. (The estimated cost of the bridge 
was $20,000.00, the State pays 80% and the Town’s share is 20%.) Voted by ballot. 
104 votes YES, we do not build. 26 votes NO, we do not build. 130 votes cast. 


ARTICLE 15. Voted to authorize the Selectmen to sell to Philip V. Jarvis 
for $150.00 approximately one-fifth of an acre of land adjacent to his property on 
the Center Road. : 


ARTICLE 16. Voted to pass over the article to see if the Town will vote to 
exempt livestock and poultry from taxation. 


ARTICLE 17. Voted to pass over the article to see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen to help the recreation area at Stoughton Pond in Weathers- 
field and appropriate a sum not to exceed $500.00 to defray the cost of operation. 


ARTICLE 18. Voted to authorize the Selectmen to appoint a Joint Zoning 
Commission with the Incorporated Village of Perkinsville to prepare a preliminary 
zoning plan. 


ARTICLE 19. Voted not to allow a 4% discount on all taxes paid prior to be- 
coming delinquent. 


ARTICLE 20. Voted a tax rate of $8.25 divided as follows:

ARTICLE 21. Voted to collect taxes in the manner provided by statute: 
To pay taxes to Town Treasurer. 

To have poll taxes due May 15 and delinquent after May 31st. 

To have real and personal taxes due August1 and delinquent after November 1. 
To charge interest on delinquent taxes at the rate of one-half per cent per 
month or fraction thereof. 


ARTICLE 22. A book on Yankee Epitaphs and History was presented to Mrs. 
Louise W. Covell, long time cemetery commissioner, in grateful recognition of her 
many years of faithful and dedicated service tothe Town of Weathersfield. Another 
book ''Vermont Treasury" was inscribed by voters as a get-well-gift to Mrs. Helen 
W. May, School Director, who was a patient in the Springfield Hospital. 


There was some discussion concerning the inclusion of music, dental hygiene 
and physical education in the school programin view of the reduced school tax vote. 
Meeting adjourned at 3:55 p.m.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Major highway projects in 1965 were the completion of the Kirk Lot Road 
which was started last year, reconstruction of the Mountain Road to allow access 
to new properties and improvements on the Brown, Silloway, MacAllister and 
Baltimore Roads. 


The MacKimmie Bridge in the Marsh District was completely rebuilt and 
large culverts were installed on the Brown and Baltimore Roads. 


Repairs to the Hammond Bridge were postponed when available funds and man- 
power proved inadequate for a first class job. The tax rate proposed for 1966 in- 


cludes 18¢ to provide, with state cooperation, a completely new bridge in this 
location. ' 


In August Dan Jarvis felt itnecessarytoresign as Road Commissioner because 
of his health. His loss placed the responsibility for the immediate operation of 
highway work on the selectmen, who appointed one of their number, Irving McCoy, 
to act in their behalf until the annual meeting. 


Other town officers have resigned because of the demands of other duties. 
They were Dorothy Campbell and Jane Bullard, auditors, and Claude Butterfield, 
cemetery commissioner. 


It is expected that before town meeting we will have two parcels of town 
property designated as Weathersfield Municipal Forest areas. One area, known as 
the Dingman Lot, contains about 50 acres and has the town dump on a portion of it. 
Its inclusion in the municipal forest lands will not prevent its use as a dump. The 
second area is the town gravel pit on Sand Hill near Perkinsville. The five acres 
contained in this area has been stripped of most of the valuable material but work 
can be continued as desired under the new category. 


The acquisition of municipal forest land entitles the town to receive from the 
state up to $600 in interest-free loans during a two year period on a matching 
basis for improving such land, 


Selectmen’s meetings are held throughout the entire year, on the second and 
fourth Tuesdays of each month. These meetings in the Town Office are employed 
in transacting regular and routine town business. 


Other meetings scheduled for various purposes, have been concerned with 
such matters as the Board of Civil Authority’s hearings on tax matters; check 
lists of voters, budget and tax rate meetings, appointments with lawyers and con- 
ferences with state officials. 


Complaints of many kinds are refered to the selectmen, all of which must be 
investigated and considered. 


Maintenance and repair of town buildings and town highways have also re- 
quired attention from the selectmen.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DIRECTORS 
Enrollment and Planning 


A year ago we reported a drop in elementary enrollment from 282 to 264; 
this year we are back up to 281 as this is written, with a promise of four more in 
a few days. A glance at the number of pupils in each room reveals a few crowded 
rooms, especially in Ascutney. Depending on howmany children of what ages move 
into or out of town this summer, we may have to open Marsh School again as a one 
or two~-grade classroom of the Ascutney School. It is unlikely that enough children 
of the right ages live close enough to the middle of town to permit relieving the 
crowding in Ascutney by using the empty room in the 1879 Perkinsville building. 
We are watching the situation closely and will probably be proposing an addition to 
the Ascutney School in a few years. 


With the help of volunteers Bernie Harriman, Gus Hinkley, Dave Keniston, 
Beth Kidder, Larry Moore, Dick Stover and Esther Young we have been meeting 
with Springfield, Reading, Chester and Andover tosee whether any good might come 
of combining any part of our school operations. As you know, there may someday 
be State laws forcing various combinations. We want to be prepared with a pro- 
posal we like, or with good reasons against any undesirable proposal if the State 
should present one. The Vermont Department of Education is preparing a set of 
minimum standards for elementary schools. You may recall that similar stand- 
ards for high schools a year or so ago forced a few small high schools to make a 
difficult decision between undertaking some very expensive programs on an in- 
efficiently small scale or closing. Although it is impossible to predict at present, 
we think that our schools will look reasonably good except for possibly not enough 
variety in our 7th and 8th grade programs to be of maximum benefit to those chil- 
dren who are not going on to college. This is another reason for studying with 
other towns to see how we might solve such shortcomings cooperatively. 


The Amsden School is closed permanently. You will find an Article in the 
warning of this Town Report for the purpose of returning the building and land to 
the heirs of Charles Amsden, in accordance with the provisions of his deeds to the 
Town School District. Thereis also an Article to return the water rights to Mr. and 
Mrs. Leroy Guyette, who generously gave them tothe Town of Weathersfield in 1951. 
We had hoped to be able to sell such items as the plumbing system and the heating 
system and other improvements as were made by the local citizens and the tax- 
payers, but despite our best efforts, we can only salvage the blackboards and the 
light fixtures, all other improvements having become part of the building according 
to law. 


Personnel | 


Our new Superintendent, Earl Barnes, is guiding our teachers smoothly 
through some of the excellent new methods of teaching certain subjects, while 
Business Manager Fred Kenney looks after our finances and supplies and keeps us 
up to date on our budget. 


Our teachers are making their contributions to our program, not only in 
school, but also by attending classes and workshops in their spare time to help 
them do a better job at meeting every child’s individual needs. We are sorry to 
lose Mrs. Temple (last Year’s Miss Moulton), but wish her much happiness with 
her own youngsters to be. We are pleased to have found Mrs. Beryl Connor, who 
has had Mrs. Temple’s former group since Christmas. 
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Barbara Woodbury and her volunteers are donating much time and know-how 
toward the Perkinsville School Library. They are soliciting books, organizing the 
books and card filing system, and staffing the library. 


Our custodians, Mr. and Mrs. Royal Houghton in Ascutney, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Raymond Baker in Perkinsville, are doing atopnotch job which will definitely make 
our buildings and equipment last longer and make studying and teaching more pleas- 
ant. ‘ 


We thank all these people plus the Parent Teacher Groups, the bus drivers 
and the plumbers for their efforts in helping us provide our children with good and 
pleasant schooling at reasonable cost. 


Curriculum 


In cooperation with several other towns in the area, our teachers have studied 
the many new mathematics programs available for the primary grades and have 
selected the "Math Workshop for Children" material published by Encyclopedia Bri- 
tannica. During the past summer and several times after school, these teachers 
have attended meetings to learn how to make the best use of this material. This 
year it is being used in grades 1 and 2. Next year grades 3 and 4 will be added. 


Weathersfield, Hartland and Windsor have had a joint project approved under 
Title I of the Elementary and Secondary Education Act, Public Law 89-10 (100% of 
the cost of approved programs is paid for by Federal funds). Our teachers in grades 
3 through 6 willmeet and work together once a month to learn improved techniques 
for helping children who have trouble reading out loud, seeing the difference be- 
tween similar-looking words, hearing the difference between similar-sounding 
words, or spelling. Next summer they will meet for two weeks to study under a 
nationally known specialist in this field, Mrs. Romalda Spalding. 


Under this same law, Weathersfield has received approval for the extension 
of our remedial reading program to Perkinsville. You may recall that our tight 
budget last year did not permit us to extend the program as we had hoped to do 
once space was made available by the completion of the new building. This new 
Federal Aid not only provides for the salaries involved, but also for a little repair 
work and furniture for the spare room in the 1879 building, which we plan to use 
for the remedial reading program. 


Last year, as a result of the tax cut, we discontinued the vocal music program 
(in all schools), the physical education program (in Perkinsville and Amsden), and 
the instrumental music program (in Ascutney). We have included the first two in 
this year’s budget because we feel that they belong in a good elementary school 
curriculum, Although we feel that an instrumental music program is important, 
and especially important for children who must compete with children from larger 
towns for membership in high school band or orchestra, we did not include it in our 
budget because our expenses at the present time are too high to permit us to make 
an additional expenditure which helps only the few children who are interested in 
mastering a musical instrument, 


Addition to Perkinsville School 


Bids for the addition and alterations to the Perkinsville School were opened 
on March 3, 1965, with R. E. Bean Construction Company submitting the low bid of 
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$164,282.00, some $20,000.00 below the architect’s estimate of cost. With the 
exception of delays in equipment delivery, construction progressed well during 
the summer, and classrooms were ready for occupancy in September. On August 31, 
your School Directors and Building Committee conducted a final inspection of the 
new facilities and accepted same, subject to correction of minor deficiencies. It 
is the opinion of your School Directors that the citizens of the Town can be very 
proud of these new educational facilities, which were obtained at very reasonable 
cost. 


Due to delays in delivery and installation of certain minor items of equipment, 


it has not been possible to close out the Building Fund Account at this time, however, 
the following figures show the financial picture as of January 27, 1966.

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Finance - 1965 Actual 


At last year’s Town Meeting, our tax rate was cut by 30 cents with the under- 
standing that we should plan on an increase in State Aid to make up for half this 
cut, and that we should try to reduce our budget by the other half of the cut. The 
cut amounted to $6,750 on the estimated grand list of $22,500. We cut about $3,000 
from our budget by eliminating vocal andinstrumental music and physical education, 
by skimping on replacement of books andon supplies and by buying a vacuum cleaner 
and a floor polisher for Perkinsville with Building Fund money instead of regular 
income, State Aid didincrease by about $4,500, even better than hoped for. Further- 
more, the grand list increased by about $1,200, for an increase in school income of 
about $6,700. Also, the very unpredictable Flood Dam Losses Reimbursement was 
nearly $800 above our estimate, which brings our total actual income about $12,000.00 
above our estimate. ; 


Our total expenses of about $171,000 were about $4,000 more than our revised 
budget of about $167,000. Teachers’ salaries went over by about $1,700 because we 
were too optimistic about the availability of good, yet inexperienced teachers, and 
because we underestimated the summer studies the teachers would undertake (for 
which we pay half), and because a few salaries had to be adjusted as a result of 
competition of certain courses of study by some teachers. We just had to exceed 
our tight books and supplies budget by $185 because of absolute needs of the edu- 
cational program. Custodial salary expenses went up about $1,000, mostly because 
we had to spend more time in order to obtain the standard of cleanliness we know 
you want in your children’s surroundings. Similarly custodial supplies went over 
by about $200. Heat is over by about $400, but this we hope is largely due to over- 
heating in the new Perkinsville building in the beginning when the heating controls 
were not yet installed and over-heating at night to help the floor tiles settle. Elec- 
tricity went over by about $200, probably due to underestimating the needs of the 
new building. Social Security went over by $100 due to changes in the law. Insur- 
ance went over by about $800 partly due to the new building, partly due to more 
adequate coverage. Interest on current loans went over by about $300 due to the 
larger overall budget. 


Transportation went over by about $1,600, of which about $400 is for the use 
of private cars to transport from the Center to the Bow, about $200 due to in- 
creased gas consumption of the Town owned bus due to old age and a more hilly 
route, nearly $300 more repairs than anticipated (mostly engine and brakes), and 
the remaining $700 due to increased mileage onthe contracted busses (in the Upper 
Falls area and the Wellwood Orchard Road). 


On the other hand, we postponed certain maintenance items for a saving of 
$1,000. Debt service is about $300 below what we expected because the Bond Issue 
for the new building was for $7,000 less than originally thought necessary. (Last 
year’s Town Report had printing errors which showed the total of the three loans 
as $22,042 instead of $22,947 and tuition as $52,960 instead of $52,980.) Being 
without a superintendent for a while saved about $250. Postponing the purchase of 
overhead projectors and other equipment saved about $500 on Capital Outlay. 


The net result of going over by about $6,500 and going under by about $2,000 
is an increase over anticipated total expenses of about $4,500. Our actual income, 
as already explained, was about $12,000 above what we had originally planned. Take 
away about $3,800 additional State Aid planned on after the budget cuts made as a 
result of Town Meeting, leaves about $8,200 unexpected income. Take away the 
$4,500 unexpected expenses, leaves $3,700 unexpected surplus income. Our actual 
balance, figured to the penny instead of rounding off as done above is $3,698.00. 
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Finance - 1966 Estimate 


We estimate that our total expenses for the year 1966 will be $29,700 higher 
than they were in 1965. Administrative expenses rise about $1,000, of which $250 
is simply what we didn’t pay last year when we were without a superintendent for a 
while. The School Director’s "salary" has increased from $100 to $150 per year 
for a total increase of $150 for three directors. This is made necessary by the 
actual costs the directors incur for car use, baby sitters (so we can attend meet- 
ings), and the stamps and phone calls for which we sometimes don’t bill the school 
account, 


Instructional salaries are up about $7,000. Of this, $2,000 is for music and 
physical education from March through December, $1,700 is for an extra teacher 
from September through December in case we have to reopen Marsh School. The 
remaining $3,300 represents sizable raises (for January through September) al- 
ready reported in last year’s Town Report, plus additional raises (for September to 
December) made necessary by drastic increases inthe minimums required by Ver- 
mont law starting this fall. We must keep our salaries a bit above the bare mini- 
mums in order to keep the good teachers we have, and in order to attract good 
teachers when we add a classroom or lose a teacher. Instructional supplies are 
up $900 because we just can’t get along with less. 


Transportation goes up by nearly $6,400 because of $400 increased operating 
costs mostly due to the Center-to-Bow route, and because we badly need a $6,000 
replacement for our 9-year old bus. For safety’s sake we had a few absolutely 
necessary repairs done last summer, but more are needed. It is unwise to put any 
more money into this bus, anditis unsafe to run it much longer without some major 
preventive repairs just to be sure. Few people in Town entrust their own safety 
day-in-day out to a 1957 or older motor vehicle. 


Custodial salaries increased by about $800 as a result of the increased effort 
already explained as having been foundnecessary during the latter part of last year. 
A $200 increase in Contracted Services covers chemical treatment of the water for 
our boilers, to avoid expensive repairs later. Heat is up $800, and electricity $100, 
to cover the new buildingin Perkinsville and possible reopening of the Marsh School. 


The $500 raise in Social Security is due to the larger contributions required 
by law, and to cover one more teacher. Capital Outlay is up by $2,000 to cover an 
overhead projector (50% Federal Aid), some physical education equipment and a 
small second-hand bus. This bus is needed because next fall the number of chil- 
dren along the Center-to-Bow route will be too great to fit in a private car. 


Tuition increases by the fantastic sum of $11,400 simply because tuition rates 
have risen and because we have six more children. We expect 72 at Springfield’s 
rate of $625 (against 64 at $560 now) and 43 at Windsor’s rate of $580 (against 45 
at $509 now) starting this fall. The $11,400 represents half of these increases plus 
half of last year’s increase because only one-half of the 1966-67 school year falls 
in the 1966 budget year. The rates increase so much because new laws permit the 
towns to charge for Debt Service and to base the rate on estimated current ex- 
‘ penses instead of the previous year’s actual expenses. The new laws also require 
us School Directors to set the tuition rate which our Town will pay; there can no 
longer be an article to vote on. We have set the rate equal to Springfield’s, just as 
you have for many years. 


This makes the total of all increases about $31,100. Fortunately some re- 
ductions bring this down a bit. Ending the Dental Hygiene program this spring 
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saves $200 on Health Service. Maintenance costs are down by about $700 due to 
postponing some things and doing without others. Insurance is down by about $250 
due to our having found a way to combine various coverages into one ''package"'. 
Debt Service is down by about $500 due to gradual reduction of the principals. The 
total reductions amount to about $1,650, leaving a net increase of about $29,700. 


Because of the $3,698 balance left over from 1965, and only $200 increase in 
State Aid according to the best information available at this time, our taxes are 
burdened with about $22,100 of our increased costs. 


We realize that this is a very large increase, especially since the grand list 
has grown only from about $23,700 to about $24,000. We have spent many hours 
holding this budget to a realistic minimum. We have cut $2,500 by going to a 
second-hand bus for the Center-to-Bow route, since we may soon outgrow a small 
bus there anyway. We have cut about $500 for a second vacuum cleaner and floor 
polisher, although it is hard on the equipment to transport it between the schools 
and the schools won’t get quite the efficient care they could get if the machines 
were available at all times. We postponed a roof repair job in Ascutney in hopes 
that this can wait until an addition there would net us some savings and State Aid 
on this work. (In Perkinsville the same problem, due to moisture condensation 
caused by poor design, was repaired for about $1,000 as part of the new building.) 
We have estimated all the other items just as closely as seems wise. If it should 
happen that because of extra State Aid we have surplus income, like the $3,698 left 
over at the end of 1965, we certainly won’t needlessly spend it. 

On the basis of an assumed grand list of $24,000 excluding flood dam losses, 
we expect to meet all operating and debt service expenses with a tax rate of $6.37. 

By Town Meeting time we hope to know what our actual Building Fund State 
Aid and balance are, and whether or not the balance can legally be used for the pur- 


chase of buses. This may permit us to reduce our proposed tax rate to $6.06. .—

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PERKINSVILLE SCHOOL LIBRARY 


Reading about school libraries is not exciting, neither is writing about them, 
but organizing and operating one has turned out to be far from dull for the workers 
who have been doing the work in the Perkinsville school. 


> Only a few schools in Vermont have libraries for elementary grades, but 
since the state now requires them to be included in new construction as a condi- 
tion of receiving state aid, many more are expected to be established. 


We are proud of our attractive library room, which was remodelled from the 
former room for the primary grades. It has a new lowered ceiling, new lighting, 
a beautifully refinished floor, ample shelving, and pretty colored walls. There are 
many new chairs, in three colors, but we are still waiting for the tables that are 
to go with them. In the meantime, several tables and desks from other parts of 
the building have been used. 


After the remodelling of the room was completed, in October 1965, the small 
crew of workers began to prepare the library for use. Books were brought to- 
gether from the various classrooms, sometimes not always willingly given up by 
the teachers, sometimes ruthlessly scooped up by the greedy staff when nobody was 
looking! Such was our hunger for books that at least one of a teacher’s private 
collection was gathered in and processed. (She got it back.) It is still not safe to 
leave a book lying around as ifithad no home, the library is likely to swallow it up. 


At this time we have used up almost 500 book pockets. This means we put 
them in the backs of that many books. Some of the books are paper backs, and 
some are older books which perhaps might not have been used by a more affluent 
library. We do have the beginning of:a good collection, and our children are read- 
ing them with enthusiasm. We have, in addition to our own books, a large number 
of volumes loaned to us by the Brattleboro Regional Library of the Free Public 
Library Commission. These books are most valuable. They are changed every 
three months, and in no other way could we furnish our school with so much and 
such varied material. Even if we had a much more complete library of our own, 
the assistance of this agency would still be appreciated. 
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The library, staffed by volunteer workers, is open during all school hours, 
every school day. Daily circulation has run from a low of 35 to a high of 115, with 
most days seeing about 60 books given out. We limit first and second graders to 
one book at a time, older children to two, but we are not too persnickety about this. 
We have a two week lending period, and we charge fines of two cents a day for 
overdue books. (46¢ received to date!) 


In the very beginning we were lucky to find a helper who could type, and as 
a result, our catalog drawers are filling up in proper library fashion. 


We have received many gifts of very fine books, gifts of money with which 
new books were bought, decorations for our shelves and walls, and many hours of 
work have also been generously contributed.

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CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS REPORT - 1965 


In reviewing the work done at the various cemeteries, we find that at the 
larger ones, the usual care was given by the help of the three Associations con- 
nected with them, using money from these sources to supplement the income de- 
rived from the trust funds held by the town. 


At Ascutneyville it has been the custom to mow the whole cemetery every 
two weeks which has kept it in excellent condition, in addition to this a few graves 
were filled in the past year. In the report from there this year we were told that 
the late Clarence Martin left in his will the sum of $25,000 to the Ascutneyville 
Cemetery Association to be known as the ''Martin Memorial Fund" the interest 
only to be used for the general care and maintenance of the Ascutneyville Cemetery. 
The commissioners feel this should be appreciated by. every resident of Weathers- 
field as it will forever relieve the town of any financial burden as to the up-keep of 
that Cemetery. 


At the Bow, the entire Cemetery was fertilized and paid for through a sepa- 
rate account in the Weathersfield Bow Cemetery Association. At the Bow many 
very old stones were cleaned by sand blasting, removing much unsightly dis- 
coloration and this was paid for through the Community Fund there. Due to the 
dry summer the grass on the endowed lots was not cut as often as in previous 
years. 


At the Plain the endowed lots were taken care of as usual. From the income 
derived from the Grace N. Hicks trust fund, the stonewall on the west side was 
partially relaid, it is the intention to complete the entire length this year. Much 
rubbish, tin cans, glass jars and grass has been dumped over this wall for years 
and a good portion of this was removed and paid for from the income on the Hicks 
fund. The long iron fence was scraped when found necessary and the whole fence 
repainted. This was paid for from funds belonging to the Plain Cemetery Associ- 
) ations ==, ~ 


At Greenbush we are indebted to the 4H Rangers and their leader Mrs. Robert 
Smith for cleaning this Cemetery up before Memorial Day as they have done for > 
some years past. We say ''Thank You". 


The old fence around the Richards Cemetery in Ascutney was removed and a 
new one put in its place. The cost of this being paid by one of our citizens. 


The other Cemeteries through out the town were cleaned up and mowed once 
as is done every year. This work is paid for out of the General Fund of the town,

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CONSTABLES REPORT 


The constables report for the year 1965 very nearly duplicates the previous 
year with the exception of the farm fire. 


More of our towns peoples dogs have been in trouble this year. People have 
been bitten and property damaged. In all these cases, the dogs should have been 
kept at home. As our population expands, we find that the wide open spaces are 
narrowing down, and our neighbors property is creeping closer to ours. If animals 
do damage, the owner is responsible for and directly answerable to the Town 
Selectmen for the animals’ actions. The animal must be confined to the safety of 
his owners boundaries. It might be of interest, that any dog that has been in 
trouble during the previous year can be refused a license the following year and 
thus would have to be disposed of. 


Automobile speeds and numbers of travelers are notably on the increase, as 
noted from the previous year. It would appear that the intersection at Route 5 and 
Route 131 has been improved by the new approaches and stop lights. The inter- 
section at Route 131 and Route 106 at Downers Corners is proving to be a dangerous 
intersection. The hurrying through motorist is not attentive to the cross traffic 
of the other through road and fails to stop at the well marked stop signs. It would 
seem as though some better system of traffic control should be programmed for 
this spot. 


The usual types of vandalism are prevalent along with others brought in from 
outside our area. Window breaking is associated with the children while growing 
up, but, now that automobiles are to be had by almost everyone, we find that chil- 
dren get to be older and harder to control. Vigilance both by the parents and by 
law officials is important. Those that insist on doing misdemeanors will have to 
be dealt with according to their crime.

This thirtieth in the series of annual reports submitted to the people of 
Weathersfield presents tabulations for the calendar year 1965. In the Department 
of Social Welfare’s program of assistance to the aged, blind or disabled 30% of the 
costs of hospital and physician services, as well as the excess over $80.00 per 
month in Nursing Home care, are assessed against the town of settlement of the 
recipients of such care. Participation charges incurred by your community during 
the past year for each of these types of care were as follows: 


Nursing Home Care..........$ 936.00 
Hospitalization Services.......$ 


Physician Services ......ee20-« $26.10 


Under similar settlement provisions town participation in the program of Aid 
to Families with Dependent Children is at the rate of one-eighth the assistance 
grants while costs incurred for the care of Committed Children are borne equally 
by the local and state agencies. Charges assessed against your community for 
the former amounted to $637.93 andfor the latter $ - for the years just closed. 


During 1965 assistance was granted to 3 residents in your community under 
the Aid to the Aged, Blind or Disabled Program. Direct money payments to these 
persons were financed entirely out of state-federal funds. Among the other pro- 
grams financed from these same sources were Services for the Blind, Adoption 
Seryices and Medical Aid for the Aged. While no town-by-town records are com- 
piled for these categories, their benefits were available to all qualified residents.

A REMINDER WHEN LICENSING DOGS FOR 1966 DUE BY APRIL 1, 1966 


RABIES IMMUNIZATION CERTIFICATES EXPIRE IN 30 MONTHS...NOT 3 
YEARS!I! SO PLEASE CHECK YOUR DOGS IMMUNIZATION DATE BEFORE APPLY- 
ING FOR LICENSE. 


New law enacted by the 1965 legislature reads: "Title 20, Section 4003. Immu- 
nization against rabies shall be compulsory for all dogs three months of age or 
older. A town clerk shall not issue 2 license for any dog three months of age or 
older, unless the owner of such dog shall first present a certificate signed by a 
registered veterinarian, stating that such dog has within thirty months been vacci- 
nated with 2 vaccine approved by the department of agriculture.” 


Dogs should be licensed when four months old...even if they are not four 
months old by April Ist...that does not excuse their being licensed for the year 1966, 
when they do become four months of age. 

To license dogs by mail. mail oldlicense, remittance and Rabies Immunization 
Certificate fif registered in Weathersfield in 1965 that information is on the 1965 
license and must be checked to be sure it is within the 30 month period now re- 
quired.) to: Weathersfield Town Clerk, Perkinsville, Vermont 05151, before 
April ist. A spaying certificate is required to license a dog as a spayed female. 
Fees for late licensing dogs are FIFTY PER CENT MORE. 


There may be further legislation concerning the licensing of dogs before 
April ist, so watch the papers!
